Showers Great 
Aii In Fighting 
Forest Fires 


TALLAHASSEE.- Grateful f for 
showers which touched most por- 
tions of Florida Monday and ‘Tues- 
day, hard-pressed forest firefight- 
ers are hoping the rain is not over 
yet. 

“We need more rain—lots more! 
— Where that came from,” said 
State Forester C. H. Coulter. He 
wént oni tb sày that ‘the’ emérgenéy 
fire conditions which existed “are 
still very much’ with us." Coulter 
termed the rains “extremely help- 
ful” in léssening the immediate 
fire emergency: But he empha- 
sized that no basic precaution a- 
gainst forest wildlife should be re- 
laxed at the present time. 


“A shower or so doesn't break a 
drouth,” Coulter said, “not when 
deficits from the first of the year. 
still show less than half the normal 
rainfall for most sections of Flor- 
ida.” y 


The weather bureau's extended 
forecast for Tuesday, May 23 
‘through Saturday, May 27 calls 
for total rainfall during the 5-day 
period expected to range from one- 
half to one inch over all sections 
of the state. ,

Tallahassee — Fred ^O. (Bud) 
Dickinson, Jr., Comptroller of Flor- 
ida, reported today that the state's 
general revenue fund balance for 
1966 ` was $35,000,000— sufficiently 
large to permit a return of 
$15,000,000 to the Working Capital 
Fund. 

As working capital the money 
is invested to best possible advan- 
tage and begins to’ accrue interest. 
Scheduled six-months earnings for 
this year's $15,000,000 investment 
are set at $276,000, bringing the 
total working capital fund to $42 
million. 

Historically, the bulk of the sur- 
plus has.been needed as an equali- 
zation transfer for the General 
Revenue Fund. Such a fund 15 
necessary to help equalize revenue 
when it has traditionally tapered 
off in late summer. and early fall 
—both low-revenue seasons. 

_ “However, we were able to pro- 
cess all general revenue warrants 
this past year with an equalization 
transfer of only $15,000,000 where- 
as in the previous year it required 
$35,000,000,” Dickinson announc- 
ed. 

The trend to a generally steady 
revvenue and-greater reserve for 
investment capital presumably re- 
flects increased revenues and also 
the sale of motor vehicle tags on 
the 13-month basis. The March- 
to-May tag deadline this year may 
have helped particularly: to level 
off receipts. `
